— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 308 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to

1. An advance for the grant of which special reasons are not required under sub- 
rule (2) of Rule 12 may be sanctioned by the Head of Office (Heads of Defence 
Research and Development Establishments /Laboratories in case of Research and 
Development Organisation) or if the applicant is himself the head of the office, 
by the administrative authority next higher to the applicant

17. The Director of Supplies & Transport. 

18. Director of Ordnance Services. 

19. Director of Elect, and Mech. Engineering. 

20- The General Officer Commanding in Chief of a Command. 

21. The Area Commander. 

22. The Commandant NDA.

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24. The Commandant I.M.A. 

25. The Commandant Infantry School. 

26. The Chief of the Naval Staff. 

27. The Flag Officer, Bombay.

Provided that where the appointing authority of the applicant is higher than 
the authority mentioned in the above list, the authority mentioned above shall 
not reject his application for an advance save with the approval of the appointing 
authority. 

Provided further that when the applicant for an advance for which special 
reasons are required, is himself competent to sanction the advance under the 
aforesaid provisions, the authority competent to sanction the advance shall fee 
the appointing authority of the applicant. 

3. The Heads of Branches and other offices at Army Headquarters, Naval 
Headquarters and Air Headquarters may, however, delegate, when necessary, 
the powers conferred on them to such officers, serving under them as they may 
consider suitable. 

Similarly the GOC-in-C of a Command, the Area Commander, AOC in C of 
pn IAF Command and Naval authorities mentioned in para 2 above may at their 
discretion delegate their powers to grant advances from GP Fund to any Officer 
serving updjef them, 

4. In respect of any person serving in connection with the affairs of a State, 
who is entitled to subscribe to the Fund by or under any law made in this behalf, 
the authority competent to grant an advance for which special reasons are not 
required junder sub-rule (2) of rule 12, as well as for the grant of an advance 
for which special reasons are required under sub-rule (2) of rule 12 shall be the 
State Government.

S.R.O. 323. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 258 
of the Constitution and in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the late Defence Department No. 275, dated the 26th March, 1938, the 
President hereby entrusts to all State Governments other than the Government 
of the State of Jammu and Kashmir, with their consent, the functions of Central

Provided further that no State Government shall exercise any function under 
the said sub-section (1) of section 38, except with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government.
